TO THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL: 

I have signed the 1978 Budget Ordinance today, only because I do not 
want to penalize the employees or citizens of this City by forcing them 
to live within the 1977 budget. 

I believe that this 1978 Budget Ordinance represents one of the most 
dangerous budgetary precedents ever set by a Fort Wayne City Council. 

I am greatly disturbed that the City Council has created a situation that 
the City cannot live with by opting to use light lease monies and federal 
funds to subsidize an operating budget that is beyond the community’s 
ability to pay from local property taxes. Once this practice is estab¬ 
lished it is difficult --if not impossible -- to return to living within 
a budget supported only by property tax monies as it should be. It 
is this attitude, however innocent it may seem at the beginning, which 
led to the problems which bankrupted New York City. 

Since the necessary cuts in city services and personnel were not made 
in the 1978 budget, it is obvious that it will be necessary to make even 
more severe and far-ranging cutbacks in those areas when the 1979 bud¬ 
get is prepared. I feel that the members of the City Council were derelict 
in their duty to the citizens of Fort Wayne in adopting this 1978 Budget 
Ordinance, which cannot be financed through property tax dollars.
